1 . This Office action is in response to Applicant's amendments and remarks of 4/23/09. 
The previous rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 2nd has been withdrawn. 

Claims 9-23 are presently pending. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, all the claimed subject 
matter must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should 
be entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art 
to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth 
the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 9-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

Over and above the absence of sufficient drawings showing all of the claimed 
subject matter, Applicant has not provided a specification containing a written description, 
and manner or process of making in such full, clear and concise terms so as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to make an use same.

Instead, Applicant appears to have merely provided a few background prior art 
patent references and a wishful framework of intended use of several well known concepts, 
instead of providing a substantive disclosure with clear enablement for the claimed 
invention including the types and values of the numerous operating parameters needed for 
even a single claimed subsystem, much less a coherent disclosure of the manner and 
mode of interaction of the plural subsystems involved needed for an operable automatic 
safe flight system.
